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INTRODUCTION. 

In  presenting  this  little  book  to  the  public,  it  is  de- 
signed to  give  them  facts  only,  believing,  as  we  do,  that 
if  the  public  generally  knew  of  our  superb  climate  and 
other  advantages,  that  many  would  be  impelled  to  come 
and  settle  among  us  and  help  further  develop  our  town 
and  County.  With  this  object  in  view,  we  send  it  forth 
and  invite  all  to  visit  us  and  be  convinced.  Shelby  is 
destined  to  be  a  Railroad  centre,  a  summer  resort,  and  a 
town  of  commercial  importance. 

Shelby  is  full  of  pluck,  energy  and  enterprise.  Only 
last  fall  one  of  her  finest  brick  blocks  was  burned  to  the 
ground  ;  to-day  it  is  all  rebuilt,  substantial,  in  modern 
style,  and  an  ornament  to  any  town.  No  capital  remains 
idle  around  Shelby  ;  it  pays  to  invest  it  and  all  do  invest 
and  receive  handsome  profits.  Bvery  day  new  advan- 
tages open  up  and  more  money  can  be  used  to  advan- 
tage. The  whole  town  invites  capital  and  population  of 
pushing  and  go  ahead  people,  no  idlers  are  wanted.  A 
large  Hotel  in  modern  style  would  be  a  paj-ing  invest- 
ment now.  A  street  car  line  to  Cleveland  Springs  (dis- 
tant two  miles)  would  pay.  It  will  pay  to  invest  in  Real 
Estate  now.  Cotton  Factories  pay.  We  could  go  on 
and  mention  many  things  that  would  pay,  but  space  for- 
bids. Read  the  different  articles  in  this  pamphlet  and 
see  what  has  been  done  and  what  is  doing. 

Any  information  in  regard  to  anything  about  Shelb}- 
will  be  cheerfully  answered  b}^  the  Clerk  of  the  Town 
Council,  or  C.  E.  FRICK,  Real  Estate  Agent. 
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■  Shelby,  the  county  seat  of  Cleveland  County,  de- 
rived its  name  from  Colonel  Shelby,  an  American  officer 
in  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  a  hero  of  the  great  and 
important  battle  fought  at  King's  Mountain,  this  county. 
The  town  is  beautifully  located  near  the  geograph- 
ical centre  of  the  County.  The  streets  are  broad,  and 
laid  off  with  regularity. 

The  central  square  of  the  town  is  the  property  of  the 
county,  and  is  a  remarkably  pretty  green,  or  small  park, 
containing  many  handsome  elms,  maples,  and  trees  of 
other  varieties.  The  County  Court  House,  containing 
the  court  room  and  the  offices  of  the  county  officials, 
stands  in  this  square.  An  engraving  of  the  Court  Square 
constitutes  the  frontispiece  of  this  pamphlet. 

A  magnificent  view  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountain  is 
obtained  from  Shelby.  The  town  is  nestled  among  the 
foot  hills  of  that  mountain  range.  The  natural  drainage 
is  excellent,  the  climate  healthful  and  invigorating,  and 
the  site  picturesque  and  charming.     The  altitude  of  the 
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town  is  about  one  thousand  feet  above  the  sea  level.  It 
is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  small  towns  in  the  United 
States,  its  population  having  increased  from  900,  in  18S0, 
to  2,500  in  1889.  Within  the  town  limits  are  mineral 
springs  possessing  valuable  medicinal  properties,  and 
within  two  miles  of  the  Court  House  are  the  world-famed 
Cleveland  White  Sulphur  and  C'hal3-beate  Springs  ;  also 
within  four  miles  are  Patterson's  Springs,  noted  far  and 
wide  for  their  healing  properties,  more  fully  described 
elsewhere  in  these  pages.  The  seasons  are  mild  and  sal- 
ubrious. During  the  past  winter  (iSSS-'Sg)  we  had  biit 
one  snow  storm,  and  within  twelve  hours  every  vestige 
of  the  snow  had  entirely  disappeared.  The  summer's 
heat  is  tempered  b}^  gentle  mountain  breezes  ;  the  swelt- 
ering, oppressive,  dog-day  weather  so  well  known  else- 
where, and  often  experienced  even  in  New  York  and  the 
Eastern  states,  is  here  unknown,  and  bed-clothing  can 
not  be  dispensed  with,  even  in  the  midst  of  the  hot  season. 
We  have  two  trunk  lines  of  Railroad  which  connect 
us  with  the  outside  world,  viz  :  the  Carolina  Central, 
whose  seaport  terminus  is  Wilmington,  N.  C,  and  the 
Charleston,  Cincinnati  &  Chicago  Railroad.  These 
roads  intersect  and  connect  v.ith  the  great  railwa5^s  sys- 
tems of  the  South  and  carry  four  daily  mails.  The  main 
line  of  the  Richmond  &  Danville  Railroad  also  passes 
through  the  count}-.  South  of  Shelby,  the  Charleston, 
Cincinnati  &  Chicago  Railroad  connecting  with  and 
crossing  it  at  Elacksbnrg,  S.  C,  about  twelve  miles 
south-west  of  Shelby,  making  close  connection  both 
North  and  vSoutli.  The  Carolina  Central  being  a  part  of 
the  great  Seaboard  x\ir-Line,  makes  close  connection  at 
W^adesboro  with  the  Atlantic  Coast  Dine  for  all  points 
South,  and  at  Hamlet  with  Raleigh  &  Augusta  Air-Line 
for  Norfolk,  Washington,  Baltimore  and  all  points 
North,  Work  is  rapidly  progressing  on  the  division  of 
the   South-Western    Air-Line   Railroad   from  Shelbv  to

Morganton,  about  twenty-five  miles  iJeliig  alread}-  graded, 
steel  rails  contracted  for,  and  in  a  few  montlis  we  will 
liave  connection  with  the  Richmond  &  Danville  sjsteni 
at  Morganton  for  Asheville,  N.  C,  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  etc. 

Shelby  has  more  than  doubled  its  population  in  the 
past  five  years.  Its  houses  are  all  new  and  Iniilt  in  mod- 
ern stjdes.

CLEVELAND  COUNTY. 


Population  20,000  ;  420  square  miles.  Cleveland  is 
comparatively  a  new  county.  It  was  formed  in  1841  from 
the  counties  of  Rutherford  and  Lincoln.  It  is  bounded 
on  the  South  by  the  State  of  South  Carolina  ;  joins  Gas- 
ton, Burke,  Rutherford  and  Lincoln  counties  ;  contains 
275,000  acres  of  fertile  land  ;  has  2500  farms,  about  90,- 
000  acres  of  improved  land.  No  fences,  except  around 
county  and  pastures.  This  county  belongs  to  the  Pied- 
mont belt  of  the  State.  The  soil  is  principally  clay. 
Every  thing  that  grows  in  North  Carolina  can  be  grown 
in  Cleveland  County  with  more  or  less  profit. 

It  is  watered  by  the  two  Broad  Rivers  and  several 
large  creeks,  along  which  are  thousands  of  acres  of  the 
richest  alliTvial  bottoms  to  be  found  in  any  of  the  old 
coast  States.  One  of  these  creeks — Buffalo — is  particu- 
larly noted  for  the  large  quantity  and  fertility  of  its  bot- 
toms. This  remarkable  stream  has  its  source  at  the 
foot  of  South  Mountain,  in  the  extreme  North,  and  flows 
the  entire  length  of  the  county.  For  twenty  miles  it 
will  average  a  hundred  acres  of  low  lands  to  the  mile. 
These  low  lands  are  especially  adapted  to  the  growth  of 
corn,  and  the  yield  is  enormous.  Corn  also  does  well 
on  the  uplands,  as  much  as  75  bushels  per  acre  having 
been  raised.  That  amount  is  above  the  average  for  up- 
lands. 

(Jotton  does  well,  the  average  per  acre  being  about 
900  pounds  of  seed  cotton,  but  it  is  said  this  soil  is  capa- 
ble of  producing  2500  pounds  per  acre  very  easil}-.  The 
weed  does  not  grow  large,  bi:t  fruits  well. 

Wheat  is  one  of  the  best  paying  products.  The  pro- 
duct of  the  county  reaches  perhaps  300,000  bushels,  and 
very  little  attention  is  paid  to  its  culture. 
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Oats  do  well,  and  our  people  are  beginning  to  pay 
inore  attention  to  their  culture,  60  bushels  per  acre  being 
made  on  uplands  with  very  little  fertilizers. 

Sweet  potatoes  do  well,  the  suppl}'  being  so  plenti- 
ful that  during  harvesting  time  they  can  be  bought  at 
from  20  to  30  cents  per  bushel,  and  even  now — April  ist 
— the  supply  is  plentiful  at  50  cents  per  bushel. 

Irish  Potatoes  yield  largely,  and  the  supply  is  usually 
abundant,  the  price  ranging  at  from  50  to  75  cents  per 
bushel. 

(.lover  and  grasses  grow  to  perfection,  and  much  in- 
terest is  being  manifested  in  their  culture.

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Our  land  is  well  adapted  to  the  growth  of  Tobacco,, 
but  our  people  in  this  count}'  do  not  take  to  its  culture. 

Sorghum  cane  is  grown  here  with  a  great  deal  of 
profit,  about  eighty  to  one  hundred  gallons  being  made 
to  the  acre,  and  selling  at  from  30  to  50  cents  per  gallon. 
The  seed  is  used  for  stock  feed  and  is  worth  about  I5  per 
acre  ;  even  the  blades  are  utilized  and  furnish  feed  for 
stock.  This  sorghum  molasses  has  very  much  lessened 
the  sale  of  New  Orleans  and  other  like  goods  in  this  sec- 
tion in  the  last  few  years. 

Fruits  and  vegetables  all  do  well.  Dr.  L.  N.  Dur- 
ham has  tried  truck  farming  on  a  small  scale  for  the  past 
few  years,  and  finds  it  paj's  so  well  that  he  will  soon  con- 
vert all  his  plantation  into  Orchards,  Vine3-ards,  Straw- 
berries, Vegetables,  Clover  and  Grasses.  He  has  all  the 
best  and  earliest  varieties  of  Peaches,  Strawljerries  and 
Grapes,  which  pay  him  handsomely  for  his  efforts. 

There  are  several  small  vineyards  in  Shelb}'  that  pay 
their  owners  handsome  profits.  The  largest  of  these 
has  about  15  acres  in  all  the  earliest  and  best  varieties. 
From  it  is  sold  a  great  quantity  to  the  Shelb}'  people,  but 
still  more  are  made  into  the  finest  wines  to  be  found, 
always  bringing  a  good  price,  with  a  market  not  far  away. 

Dried  fruits — such  as  Peaches,  Apples,  Blackberries, 
Plums,  etc.,  are  invariably  shipped  from  this  place  to  the 
Northern  markets  in  large  quantities,  paying  the  shipper. 

The  timbers  in  this  County  are  of  many  kinds,  and 
in  great  abundance.  Shelby  would  be  a  good  point 
for  a  Spoke  and  Handle  Factory.  The  timber  is  close 
and  abundant  and  the  shipping  facilities  good.  See  let- 
ter from  Mr.  L,.  E.  Powers  on  the  Forests.

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COTTON  MII^IvS. 


The  Eelmoiit  Cotton  Mills  are  located  upon  the  line 
of  the  Charleston,  Cincinnati  &  Chicago  Railroad,  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  south  of  the  court  house,  in  Shelby. 
Though  a  new  enterprise  (having  been  put  in  operation 
in  1887,)  it  has  produced  from  the  outset  handsome  re- 
turns for  the  owners,  Messrs.  Miller,  Blanton  cS:  Oates. 
The  actual  capital  invested  is  about  ^65,000.  The  ma- 
chinery is  new  and  of  the  most  recent  designs.  About 
3,100  spindles  are  kept  busily  whirling  both  day  and 
night.  The  monthly  pay  roll  makes  glad  the  hearts  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty  operatives,  and  adds  not  a  little 
to  the  prosperity  of  the  town.  The  factory  buildings  are 
substantially  constructed  of  brick,  and  are  not  vranting 
in  architectural  beauty.  The  rooms  are  lighted  bj-  elec- 
tricity. Steam  is  the  motive  power,  and  is  produced  from 
cord-wood  fuel.  The  cord-wood  delivered  at  the  factory 
is  worth  $i.2S  per  cord.  The  product  of  the  mill  is  in 
demand,  and  orders  for  the  output  for  some  time  to  come 
are  on  file  in  the  office. 

On  the  opposite  side  of  town  from  the  Belmont  Mills, 
and  about  the  same  distance  from  the  centre,  are  the 
Shelby  Cotton  Mills,  owned  and  operated  by  Me.ssrs.  Mor- 
gan, Cline  &  Co.  This  mill  is  of  brick,  and  has  been 
built  since  the  Belmont.  It  is  a  model  factory  of  its  di- 
mensions. The  cash  investment  is  ^^25,000.  Their  ma- 
chinery is  run  on  full  time  to  meet  the  large  demand  for 
the  product,  which  is  carpet  warp.  An  eighty  horse- 
power Corliss  engine  turns  their  2,500  spindles.  Both  the 
Belmont  and  Shelby  Mills  are  owned  by  local  business 
men,  not  one  dollar  of  outside  capital  having  been  solic- 
ited or  used. 

Within  the  County,  and  near  Shelby,  are  several  fine 
cotton  factories.  The  Laurel  Mills,  3^  miles  from  Shelby 
on  Broad  River,  are  the  property  of  Maj.  R.  B.  Miller,  a 
prominent  business  man  of  the  town.  The  new  buildings 
have  recently  been  completed  and  about  2,000  spindles 
are  already  in  operation.  The  sum  of  130,000  has  up  to 
this  time  been  invested,  while  important  improvements 
are  steadily  being  made.  The  water-power  of  the  river  is 
here  utilized.    - 
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A  few  miles  north  of  town  upon  Broad  River,  are  the 
Cleveland  Cotton  Mills,  the  largest  in  the  County.  A  sub- 
stantial new  brick  building  of  two  stories  has  recently 
been  completed,  and  5,100  spindles  are  now  in  operation. 
These  mills  are  the  propertj'  of  an  incorporated  Company, 
and  are  superintended  by  Maj.  H.  F  Scenck,  a  large 
holder  of  the  stock.  Mr.  Reynolds,  a  prominent  commis- 
sion merchant  of  New  York  City,  is  interested  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  in  the  enterprise.  Many  car  loads  of 
machinerj^  have  lately  been  placed  in  position. 

At  King's  Mountain,  in  the  south-eastern  part  of  the 
county,  on  the  line  of  the  Richmond  &  Danville  Railroad, 
a  new  cotton  factory  will  soon  be  in  operation.  A  new 
brick  building  has  been  erected  and  the  machinery  is  now 
on  hand  and  is  being  placed  in  position.  The  capital  was 
subscribed  upon  the  co-operative  plan. 


Several  new  cotton  factories  are  proposed,  and  will 
doubtless  ere  long  become  realities  ;  but  as  we  desire  to 
limit  the  information  conveyed  by  this  little  book  to  sub- 
stantial and  existing  facts,  we  forbear  to  describe  any 
.such  schemes  which  may  have  connected  with  them  an 
element  of  uncertainty.

WATER-POWERS. 

Many  fine  water-powers  are  found  upon  the  streams 
in  this  county.  Stice's  Shoals,  on  Broad  River,  near  the 
C,  C.  &  C.  R.  R.,  are  owned  by  Dr.  R.  H.  Morrison,  of 
Shelby.  The  entire  volume  of  water  in  the  river  can  be 
utilized,  the  fall  being  14  feet  or  more.  Dr.  Morrison 
estimates  that  3,000  horse-power  is  here  available. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Roberts  has  a  fine  water-power  on  Buffalo 
creek,  where  the  fall  is  at  least  17  feet.  This  power  is 
upon  a  fine  tract  of  farming  land  containing  415  acres, 
many  acres  being  rich  bottoms.  See  Mr.  Roberts'  adver- 
tisement further  on  in  this  book.

FOUNDRY  AND  MACHINE  SHOPS. 

The  Shelby  Foundry  and  Machine  Shops  are  super- 
intended by  Mr.  B.  B.  Babington.  Mr.  Babington  is  a 
natural  mechanic,  and  has  had  the  advantage  of  a  life- 
long training  at  his  business  in  Pennsylvania,  Tennessee, 
Alabama,    and  at  this  place.     He  is  a  thoroughl}^  practi- 
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cal  and  experienced  foundry-man  and  machinist,  having 
been  connected  with  these  trades  from  boyhood.  Mr. 
Babington  is  a  native  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  the  great  centre 
of  the  iron  and  steel  industries  of  this  country.  He  pur- 
chased this  old  established  business  in  1S75,  ^nd  has  car- 
ried it  on  with  ever  increasing  success.  These  works  turn 
out  machinery  of  various  kinds,  such  as  Cane  Mills, 
Mining  Stamp  Mills,  Evaporators,  Plows,  Stove  Castings, 
&c.,  and  a  general  machine  and  repair  business  is  done. 
He  has  ever}?  facility  for  making  castings  weighing  from 
one  ounce  to  a  ton.

SASH,  BUND  AND  DOOR  FACTORIES. 

Mr.  L.  E.  Powers  has  a  factory  well  furnished  with 
wood-working  machinery.  He  turns  out  Sash,  Blinds, 
Doors,  Brackets,  Fencing,  &c.,  runs  Planing  Machines, 
and  does  a  general  wood-working  business.  Mr.  Powers 
is  an  active,  intelligent  business  man.  He  has  several 
times  represented  Cleveland  County  in  the  General  As- 
sembly of  this  State.  He  is  an  avithority  in  matters  con- 
cerning the  lumber  trade.  A  short  article  on  the  lumber 
interests  of  Cleveland  County  by  him  will  be  found  on 
another  page. 

M.  E.  Rudasill,  Contractor  and  Builder,  also  operates 
a  Sash,  Blind  and  Door  Factory.

WAGON  AND  BUGGY  SHOPS. 

J.  W.  Lineberger  &  Son  are  an  old  and  well-establish- 
ed house.  The}?  manufacture  Wagons  and  Buggies,  noted 
for  their  strength,  beauty  and  durability.  This  firm  has 
recently  fitted  up  a  new  brick  building  on  Warren  street, 
and  in  these  commodious  quarters  have  every  facility  for 
doing  fine  work  in  their  line.  They  are  prepared  to  do 
blacksmithing  and  Vv?heelwright  work  of  all  kinds.  Both 
father  and  son  give  personal  attention  to  the  business. 

Mr.  A.  W.  Eskridge  has  recently  purchased  the  old- 
Shelby  Foundry  and  Machine  Shop  buildings  and  will 
remodel  the  buildings  and  enlarge  his  Wagon  and  Buggy 
Manufactory.  Mr.  Eskridge  makes  neat  and  desirable 
vehicles  of  all  kinds.  He  is  well  equipped  for  repairing 
on  short  notice,  and  does  all  kinds  of  wood  and  black- 
smith work  in  first-class  style.  Mr.  Eskridge  is  a  native 
of  Cleveland  county,  and  does  a  large  business. 
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FORESTS. 

Perhaps  no  section  of  the  United  States  produces  a 
f^reater  variety  of  timber  than  the  Piedmont  section  of 
North  Carolina.  There  are  sections  in  which  the  trees 
grow  much  larger — as,  for  instance,  the  trees  of  Califor- 
nia and  the  "Poplar"  of  Tennessee  ;  but  where  these 
large  trees  are  found,  they  have  a  kind  of  monopol)-  of 
the  soil  and  not  much  else  of  value  is  found.  In  Pied- 
mont North  Carolina,  and  particularly  in  Cleveland 
county,  which  occupies  the  most  favorable  position  in 
all  that  belt,  nearly  every  species  of  timber,  indigenous 
to  this  climate,  is  found  in  sufficient  quantit}-  and  of  suf- 
ficient size  to  meet  the  wants  of  a  very  extended  devel- 
opment of  the  mechanic  arts.  Nearly  CA-er}-  species  of 
oak  may  be  found  here — White,  Red,  Black  Spanish, 
Post  and  Chestnut  Oak,  each  having  its  peculiar  fitness 
for  certain  purposes  in  the  various  industries.  The 
Chestnut  Oak  is  found  on  elevated  ridges  and  foot  hills 
of  mountains  and  on  the  mountains.  All  other  species 
are  found  in  profusion  all  over  the  county.  Perhaps  the 
most  valuable  timber,  and  that  found  in  the  greatest 
quantity,  is  the  Pine.  It  has  been  more  generally  util- 
ized for  building  and  manufacturing- purposes  than  other 
timbers.  The  others  are  simply  awaiting  the  introduc- 
tion and  development  of  such  industries  as  will  utilize 
them.  There  are  several  species  of  the  White  Leaf  Pine, 
the  natural  growth  of  this  county,  differing"  only  in  text- 
ure, but  not  in  utility'.     This  Pine  is  a  splendid  building 
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material,  and  quite  an  extensive  lumbering  business  is 
"ibeing  done.  Old  and  abandoned  fields  are  soon  refor- 
ested with  a  growth  of  pine  called  Old  Field  Pime.  The 
igrowth  of  this  Pine  is  r&pid,  forming  a  forest  m.  fifteen 
■or  twenty  years  -of  suitable  size  for  fence  rails  and  fuel, 
for  which  it  is  most  admirablj'  adapted,  and  restoring  the 
exhausted  soil  to  its  original  virg'in  fertility.  Poplar 
large  enough  for  mechanical  purposes  may  be  found 
everywhere.  The  forests,  however,  grow  on  the  moun- 
tain sides  in  the  upper  portion  of  tlie  county.  In  that 
;same  upper  portion  on  the  snountains,  there  is  an  im- 
onense  forest  of  White  Pine  of  enormous  size,  but  so 
.remote  from  mills  and  market  that  it  has  never  been 
utilized,  but  will  some  day  form  ■&  source  ©f  wealth  to  its 
mountaia  owners.  Hickory  of  splendid  quality  -may  be 
found  everywhere  ;  the  only  use,  however,  1x3  which  it 
lias  been  put,  is  for  fuel  and  to  supply  the  little  home 
demand  for  axletrees,  &c.  Persimmon  and  dog-wood 
:grow  spontaneously,  and  ought  to  be  valuable  for  shuttle 
blocks,  and  such  other  things  as  they  are  adapted  to 
tnake.  Maple  may  be  found  along  all  the  water  courses 
and  on  wet  lands.  Walnut  is  tolerably  abundant  in 
.some  portions  of  the  county.  This  county  was  once 
well  stocked  with  chestnut,  but  from  cause,  supposed  to 
be  severe  drouths,  the  trees  have  nearlj'  all  died,  and 
their  dry  gourd  forms  may  be  found  standing  or  lying 
in  all  woods.  Beach,  Birch,  Ash,  Sycamore  and  other 
timbers  may  be  found  in  limited  quantities.

MINERALS 
And  Mineral  Waters  of  Cleveland  Co. 


North  Carolina  has  been  aptly  termed  "the  Miner- 
alogist's Paradise."  It  is  a  fact  that  a  greater  variety  of 
minerals  occur  within  its  bounds  than  are  to  be  found  in 
any  other  state  of  the  Union,  and  of  these  minerals  a 
very  large  proportion  exist  in  the  county  of  Cleveland. 
A  few  of  the  more  important  will  be  mentioned  in  this 
short  article.  The  presence  of  large  beds  of  pyrites  and 
other  minerals,  through  which  water  percolates,  taking 
up  in  solution  many  of  the  curative  and  health-giving 
mineral  elements,  accounts  for  the  famous  mineral 
springs,  so  many  of  which  exist  in  this  famed  region . 
Some  of  the  most  renowned  of  these  springs  are  in  Cleve- 
land, and  a  few  of  them  will  be  mentioned  further  on. 
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First  of  the  minerals, 

GOLD, 

Gold  is  distributed  through  the  entire  county.  It  is 
'everywhere  disseminated  to  some  extent  throughout  the 
soil,  and  exists  in  the  sands  of  the  various  streams.  The 
Toeds  of  creeks  and  of  spring  branches  have  been  worked 
in  many  localities  with  more  or  less  success,  very  primi- 
tive apparatus  having  in  sisch  cases  been  used.  The 
largest  yields,  however,  have  been  received  from  the  vein 
mines,  of  which  there  are  several.  The  King's  Moun- 
tain gold  mine  has  been  worked  to  a  depth  approxima- 
ting 400  feet,  the  vein  is  of  immense  size,  in  places  forty 
feet  wide.  The  vein  being  in  limestone,  and.  carrying  a 
very  small  percentage  of  sulphurets,  can  be  easily  work- 
ed and  the  ores  economically  milled,  so  that  material  of 
■very  low  grade  is  profitably  handled.  A  product  of 
$750,000  is  credited  to  this  mine.  The  McEntyre  mine 
w^ithin  a  few  miles  of  Shelby  has  produced  some  good 
'ore,  but  is  not  now  being  worked. 

SILVER 
occurs  only   sparingly   in   small   veins    of  ageutiferous 
galena. 

IRON. 
Iron,  in  a  number  of  its  different  ores,  is  abundant 
in  the  county,  and  of  very  fine  quality.  About  King's 
Mountain  are  banks  and  veins  of  magnetite  and  hematite 
which  have  been  worked  to  a  considerable  extent. 
Many  of  the  veins  carry  ores  which  are  to  a  high  degree 
manganiferous,  and  valuable  in  the  manufacture  of  spie- 
geleisen.  Lime  is  close  at  hand  for  fluxing,  there  being 
a  very  heavy  vein  extending  for  miles  in  a  northeasterly 
and  southwesterly  direction,  parallel  -nith  the  iron  veins. 

TIN. 

Cassiterite,  the  most  valuable  ore  of  tin,  has  recently 
been  found  to  extend  over  a  considerable  area  about  the 
town  of  King's  Mountain.  The  ore  is  of  high  grade, 
carrjdng  a  very  large  percentage  of  metallic  tin.  The 
quantity  of  ore  which  may  be  made,  available  has  not 
yet  been  determined,  but  promises  to  be  large.  The 
exploration  of  these  deposits  has  been  undertaken  by 
capitalists  of  large  experience  in  mining,  and  important 
developments  are  expected. 
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MICA. 

Statistics  show  that  about  60  per  cent,  of  the  Mica, 
used  in  the  United  States,  is  produced  in  North  Carolina  ". 
and  it  is  a  fact  in  the  history  of  mining  in  the  State  that 
the  first  good  and  merchantable  mica  produced  since  the 
days  of  the  pre-historic  rliound-builders,  Avas  mined  in 
Cleveland  County  in  the  year  1S67,  and  marketed  in  New 
York  by  Hon.  T.  L.  Clingnian.  Other  counties,  notably 
— Mitchell  and  Y'ancey — now  take  the  front  rank  as  to 
the  quantity  of  the  yield,  but  in  quality  the  Cleveland 
mica  is  unsurpassed.  The  census  of  18S0  shows  that  the 
annual  prodvict  of  the  mica  mines  was  ten  times  the  en- 
tire amount  of  the  capital  employed.  The  preparation 
of  the  mica  for  market  is' entirely  b3'hand  work,  an<l  the 
process  exceedingly  simple  ;  the  l^locks,  as  they  come 
from  the  mine,  after  passing  through  the  hands  of  a 
"dresser,"  who  strikes  off  the  foreign  material  or  gauge, 
are  split  into  thin  la3'ers  and  go  to  the  "scuber,"  vvlio  is 
supplied  with  a  number  of  tin  or  sheet  iron  patterns  of 
the  different  sizes  demanded  b}'  the  trade  ;  he  laj-s  the 
patterns  on  the  mica  and  rapidly  marks  the  sheet  v.ith  a 
knife  or  sharp-pointed  instrument  ;  the  "cutter"  then 
with  shears  cuts  out  the  pieces,  following  the  lines  made 
by  the  marker.  The  mineral  is  then  packed,  boxed  anrl 
shipped. 

SOME   OTHER   MINERALS. 

Copper  is  found  in  the  form  of  chalcopyrite,  and 
other  of  its  ores,  A  nugget  of  native  copper,  Aveighing 
perhaps  an  ounce,  was  found  by  a  farmer  in  digging  a 
ditch  on  his  land.  He  brought  it  to  the  vaster  for  exam- 
ination, evidently  supposing  that  he  had  a  lump  of  gold. 
This  is  the  only  instance  of  the  finding  of  native  copper 
which  has  come  to  my  attention. 

Corundum  is  found  in  scattered  specimens. 

Pyclonsite,  and  other  ores  of  manganese,  exist  in 
quantities  which  ma}'  perhaps  pay  for  working.  Sonie 
specimens  sent  by  me  to  Pittsburg  for  anal3-sis  gave  good 
returns. 

Koolin  and  fire-cla}'  are  found. 
Several  veins  of  Graphite  are  known    in  the   oountv- 
Some  very  handsome  specimens  have    been  taken  from 
them,  but  it  is  believed  that  no  vrork  of  importance  has 
been  done. 

-Soapstone  is  common,  and  is  used  for  hearth-, 
grave-stones,  &c. 
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Grauite,  syenj-te,  gueiss  and  other  building  stones 
occur  in  great  quantity  in  varioiis  parts  of  the  couut3^ 

Diamonds  have  been  found  in  the  surrounding  coun- 
ties, iine  specimens  having  come  from  Rutherford  on  the 
west,  and  Lincohi  on  the  east,  and  without  doubt  these 
exist  in  the  gravel-beds  of  this  county.  The  itacolum3-te, 
which  by  man}'  experts  is  considered  the  true  matrix  of 
the  diamond,  is  here. 

Beryl  is  common,  and  some  handsome  aqua-marines 
have  been  found. 

Garnet  is  widely  distributed,  occurring  in  many  of 
our  rocks. 

Quartz  Cr3-stals  of  great  beauty  are  of  common  oc- 
currence, among  which  are  cairingorm  or  smokey-quartz, 
rose-quartz,  crystals  enclosing  sand,  globules  of  water,  &c. 

MINERAL  WATERS. 

Two  miles  from  Shelby  are  the  world-famed  Cleve- 
land Springs.  There  are  here  springs  of  white  sulphur, 
red  sulphur  and  chalybeate  v/aters.  The  white  sulphur 
water  is  thought  by  manj-  physicians  and  experts  to  be 
superior  to  the  white  sulphur  springs  of  Virginia.  These 
waters  have  many  times  been  analj-sed  with  results  as 
follows  :

This  property  is  in  the  hands  of  intelligent  and  pro- 
gressive managers,  and  ample  arrangements  exist  for  the 
entertainment  and  pleasure  of  guests. 
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Patterson's  Springs,  about  foiir  miles  south-east  of 
Shelby,  are  similar  in  character  to  the  Cleveland  Springs. 
There  also  are  the  ^vhite  and  red  sulphur  and  chalybeate 
waters.  A  summer  boarding  house  is  kept  bj-  I\Ir.  Pat- 
terson. These  springs  are  near  Patterson's  station,  on 
the  C,  C.  &  C.  R.  R. 

Within  the  incorporate  limits  of  Shelby,  and  but  a 
few  minutes'  walk  from  the  court  house,  are  the  Hoke 
chalybeate  springs.  These  waters  are  strongl}-  impreg- 
nated with  iron,  and  their  medicinal  qualities  are  held 
in  high  esteem  in  the  locality. 

Many  other  mineral  springs  exist  in  both  town  and 
count}'  which  to  describe,  would  be  merely  to  reproduce 
and  repeat  what  has  already  been  said  of  those  above 
mentioned,  and  it  will  suffice  to  say  here  that  nature  has 
richly  and  plentifully  endowed  us  with  mineral  waters 
possessing  proph3'lactic  and  healing  properties,  such  as 
are  rarely  found  and  nowhere  excelled.  B.  F.  \V.

OUR  SCHOOLS. 

SHELBY  MILITARY  INSTITUTE. 
The  Shelby  Military  Institute  was  opened  September 
12th,  1887,  under  the  joint  management  of  its  present 
principals,  Capt.  W.  T.  R.  Bell  and  S.  E.  Gidney.  Prof. 
Gidney  was  already  most  favorably  known  to  the  people 
of  Shelby  as  a  teacher.  Capt.  Bell  was  the  founder  of 
the  King's  Mountain  High  School  and  its  Principal  for 
eleven  years.     During   its  first  year  the  Shelby  Military 
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Institute  has  been  liberally  patronized  at  home  and  large- 
ly from  abroad,  its  register  showing  such  numbers  as  few 
of  the  strictly  male  schools  in  the  State  unconnected  with 
the  public  school  system,  have  reached.  Arrangements 
are  now  made  to  enlarge  its  advantages  by  giving  ample 
buildings.  Buildings  and  grounds  costing  eight  thousand 
dollars  will  be  ready  for  occupacy  by  October  ist,  1889. 
It  is  easy  to  see  that  Shelby  will  soon  have  a  school  at- 
tracting the  attention,  not  only  of  Western  North  and 
South  Carolina,  bnt  of  many  of  the  Southern  States. 

The  object  of  the.  School  is,  by  a  thorough  course,  to 
prepare  students  for  College  and  the  University,  or  young 
men  for  the  business  pursuits  of  life. 

Students  in  the  Classical  Course.preparing  for  College, 
are  allowed  to  follow  the  order  of  text-books  named  in 
the  course  of  the  Institution  for  which  the}-  are  preparing. 

In  the  Select  or  Business  Coirrse,  students  are  drilled 
in  those  studies  which  have  a  special  relation  to  commer- 
cial life. 

This  School  is  thoroughly  academic,  and  does  not 
arrogate  to  itself  claims  to  which  it  is  not  entitled.  It 
does  not  propose  to  advertise  as  a  College  and  then  fall 
below  the  results  and  advantages  that  might  be  reasona- 
bly expected  of  a  well-condiicted  primary  school.  While 
oftering  a  thorough  classical  and  mathematical  course — 
taking  up  in  its  order  the  junior  and  senior  studies  of  our 
colleges,  it  is  thoroughly  academic  in  its  drill — seeking 
to  train  the  naind  by  healthful  development,  into  analj-t- 
ical  methods,  and  requiring  at  every  step  blackboard  illus- 
trations. It  scope  is  well  defined  in  rising  between  the 
primary  neighborhood  school  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
lecture  sj^stem  of  the  college  on  the  other.  Distinct  from 
each,  3'et  partaking  of  the  advantages  of  both,  it  forms  a 
connecting  link  between  the  two.  The  need  of  *uch  in- 
stitutions must  be  felt  in  States  which  have  not  yet  fully 
established,  as  they  should  do,  proper  systems  of  graded 
schools. 

The  Military  feature  of  this  School  is  adopted  purely 
as  a  matter  of  discipline,  and  to  afford  systematic  and 
healthful  exercise  for  the  students.  The  corps  is  drilled 
after  school  hours,  and  the  drill  will  in  no  way  interfere 
with  the  course  of  studies.  All  boys  over  fourteen  years 
of  age  are  required  to  join  the  corps,  unless  especially 
excused.  The  arm  used  is  the  U.  S.  Cadet  Rifle — a  light 
and  beautiful  piece. 
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SHEIvBY  FEMALE  COLLEGE. 

This  is  a  handsome  three-story  brick  building,  at  a 
cost  of  about  |i2,ooo,  and  v.'ould  be  an  ornament  to  any 
city.  It  is  located  on  Washington  street,  one  of  the  pret- 
tiest streets  in  town,  and  is  convenient  to  all  the 
churches.  The  building  has  three  piazzas,  each"  about 
200  feet  long,  for  exercise  during  inclement  "U'eather. 
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The  rooms  are  large,  airy,  and  well  fiirnished.  From 
the  observatory  of  this  building  can  be  had  a  magnificent 
view  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  King's  Mountain,  and  a  full  view 
of  the  whole  town  of  Shelby. 

This  institution  was  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
North  Carolina,  February  22d,  1883,  and  has  had  a  good 
patronage  ever  since  its  organization.  Mrs.  j.  A.  McDo- 
nald, the  present  principal,  needs  no  recommendation  to 
the  people  of  North  Carolina,  and  we  may  confidently 
expect  to  see  this  school  continue  to  prosper  and  grow 
under  her  supervision.
